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North Vietnam drive 
continues toward Hue

North Vietnamese soldiers and 
“ many, many tanks 
attacked the anchor point of the 
new South Vietnamese defense line 20 miles north of Hue 
today and took partial control of the base. 
A military spokesman said the 2,000 American troops 
at Phu Bai just south of Hue were ordered on “ yellow 
alert, 
which means an attack could be imminent 
However, the chief U.S. adviser in the northern 
provinces said earlier a fullscale attack on Hue was not 
expected for a week 
In Saigon, U.S. Ambassador Ellsworth Bunker and 
Gen. Creighton W Abrams, the American commander in 
Indochina, met with south Vietnamese President Nguyen 
Van Thieu, to discuss the current military situation 
Thieu later summoned Lt. Gen Hoang Xuan Lam, the 
government commander in the north, to Saigon for an 
urgent conference. 
U.S. pilots flying between Hue and Quang Tri said 
there were “ hundreds and hundreds of dead soldiers” 
along a 20-mile stretch of the highwav south of Quang 
Tri. 
Artillery base Nancv, the key in the new South 
Vietnamese defense line, was attacked late in the day 
and by sunset field reports said control of the outpost 
was in doubt Field reports said South Vietnamese held 
part of the base and North Vietnamese held the other 


“ There are many, many tanks at My Chanh heading for 
Nancy,“ one officer said My Chanh is within small arms 
fire distance of Nancy, 12 miles south of the fallen 
province capital of Quang Tri city. 
The threat to Binh Dinh province on the central coast 
increased and military sources said contact had been 
lost with Landing Zone English, the last allied outpost in 
the upper onethird of the province. 
Four Communist rockets dropped on the market place 
at Qui Nhon during the midday rush hour, killing six 
civilians and wounding 19 others Qui Nhon is the capital 
of Binh Dinh province. 
UPI correspondent Stewart Kellerman reported that 
allied warplanes today bombed and strafed at least 30 
government tanks left behind in the Quang Tri sector 
The U.S. command reported 462 air strikes including 
B52 heavy bomber raids in Quang Tri province in the 24 
hours 
ending 
at 
noon 
Tuesday -the 
heaviest 
concentration of air raids in four years. 
“ I believe Hue is the major objective.” Brig Gen. 
Thomas W. Bowen, deputy senior U S adviser on the 
northern front, told reporters at the old imperial capital 
Tuesday night 
The Communist threat was also strong elsewhere An 
Loc, 60 miles north of Saigon, was still under siege 
Kontum city in the Central Highlands was in danger of an 
imminent 
attack 
In 
neighboring 
Cambodia 
a 
government attempt to retake a 60-mile stretch of 
Communistcontrolled Highway 1 stalled and the high 
command said at least 100 troops were killed, wounded 
or missing 
Six American aircraft were shot down and five I S. 


helicopter crewmen killed trying to rescue U S advisers 
and senior South Vietnamese officers from Quang Tri 
The U.S. command also said a Navy F4 Phantom jet was 
shot down by a Communist MIG21 on a mission over 
North Vietnam on April 27 and a Navy A7 Corsair was 
shot down Monday over the north The pilot was rescued 
In Saigon, U S Ambassador Ellsworth Bunker and 
Gen. Creighton W. Abrams, the American commander in 
Indochina, 
met with South Vietnamese President 
Nguyen Van Thieu on the worsening military situation 
Details of the hourlong discussion were not revealed 
The increased Communist activity in South Vietnam s 
Central Highlands reinforced belief the Communists 
planned a major move in the area to try to cut the 
country in half 
An estimated 20,000 North Vietnamese troops overran

Because of his personal prestige, 
Hoover had remained in his post 
beyond the mandatory retirement

Supreme Court Justice Byron R 
White, a former deputy attorney 
general,

NEW YORK (UPI) The New York 
Tunes and columnist Jack Anderson won 
two of the 1972 Pulitzer Prizes Monday tor 
distinguished journalism for publishing 
secret government documents on foreign 
policy

Columbia 
University trustees 
The New York Times won the gold medal 
tor 
public 
service 
tor publishing the 
Pentagon Papers, a series of articles which 
Spelled 
out 
American 
involvement 
in 
Vietnam. 
Anderson won the prize for 
national reporting lor publishing accounts 
of secret meetings at which the Nixon 
administration made it clear it “tilted 
in 
favor ot Pakistan m the Indo 
Pakistani 
War. 
For the tirst tune in the 56-year history of 
the 
prestigious 
awards, 
however, 
the 
trustees of Columbia University said they 
did not agree with some of the selections. 
“ Had the selections been those of the 
trustees alone, certain of the recipients 
would not have been chosen." the trustees 
said in an unusual statement The trustees 
can accept or reject the recommendations 
of the advisory board composed mainly of 
journalists, but cannot substitute recom­ 
mendations of their own 
They did not say winch awards they 
disagreed with

New round of arms talks 


WASHINGTON i UPI i 
The United States and the Soviet 
Union have set in motion a new round of talks on limiting 
the size of their nuclear arsenals, one which the White 
House said could “ lead to an agreement which is mutually 
acceptable to both sides". 
There were indications that the new phase of discussions 
would include for the first time some limits on submarine- 
based missiles, a subject the Soviets have been reluctant to 
discuss. 
The White House also indicated President Nixon would 
engage in direct talks with the Soviet leaders when he goes 
to Moscow later this month, if the negotiators meeting in 
Finland have not hammered out something by then 
The Strategic Arms Limitation Talks (SALT) have been 
going on since late in 1969. They received their last push 
forward on May 20, 1971, when both sides announced they 
would concentrate tor the rest of that year on limit mg 
defensive missiles, while promising to take “certain m ea­ 
sures" to limit offensive missiles, such as those based on 
submarines, in siloes or on aircraf t 
Presidential Press Secretary Ronald Ziegler announced 
Monday that Nixon and Communist Party Leader Leonid 
Brezhnev, in the course of normal diplomatic exchanges 
and presidential aide Henrv Kissinger's recent trip to 
Moscow, agreed to give their negotiators new instructions. 
He did not detail what the instructions were, but said Nixon 
had concluded “ the possibilities of reaching agreement 
have substantially increased” 


Night of rioting averted 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland (UPI) — Protestant youths 
stoned Army troops and set a store ablaze Monday night but 
older members of the extremist Protestant Vanguard 
movement intervened to prevent a sixth consecutive night 
of all-out rioting 
Earlier Monday, the first multiple bombing in Northern 
Ireland s three years of secular violence killed one worker 
and injured 15 others, six of them seriously, in a chain of 
eight blasts at a synthetic fibers factory in Carrickfergus, 
an allProtestant town eight miles north of Belfast. 
“ The whole idea of the attack was to kill or maim 
maximum casualties,” an Army spokesman said after the 
explosions at the British-owned Courtaulds rayon factory.

Trout opener

OCEAN FISHING 
The local ocean lisfung situation is slow A lew boats out 
with hardly any returns, most die to heavy swells. 
On our visit to the launching facility, the conversation 
turned to cures for sea sickness Even a lew seasoned 
anglers admitted being on the verge A few fishermen 
refused to give in and came in with some rock tish, and that 
was the take for the week. 
The highlight of the week was a 46 pound Chinook caught 
by a fisherman on the party boat “ Pico’ off the White 
Light. 
F R ESH W A T ER FISH IN G 
The glamor of trout season opening day, has practically 
disappeared since so many waters are now open year 
round. 
This great day was once looked forward to for weeks, 
with Lopez Creek being heavily scouted tor prospects And 
they were usually good. The now-lost Routzahn County 
Park was also a good fishing spot some 10 or more years 
ago. More adventurous souls packed in to Hough’s Hole and 
came out with limits of native trout Hut now Lopez Lake 
has replaced most of these spots. 
According to our report from the Pacific Cas and 
Electric Co. stream scouts, mid June water conditions 
prevail six weeks early this year over most ol northern and 
central California. 
They should produce some last and furious fishing tor the 
opening days of the general trout season Many areas are 
still blocked by snow and ice, and a run-down ol what one 
might expect is in the report. As time goes on we hope to 
give a report on conditions in various streams in the north 
and central part of the state. 
Nacimiento Lake reports that white bass leads the way in 
the hottest fishing of the season Limit after limit of these 
game little battlers were checked in from all parts of the 
lake At present Nacimiento is the only locality where Mese 
fish are found in California. But the success story here will 
demand they be introduced to other lakes Why not Lopez’’ 
The average white bass weighs about 112 pounds, but 2 to 
3 pounders are not uncommon These fish will hit through 
the spring and summer months and do not slow up until the 
first frost appears. They just do not like cold water 
C R Á P P IE , BASS 
Crappie fishing still excellent, with lunkers up to 3 pounds 
being caught. Best fishing around stumps and brush with 
small feather jigs. 
Black bass fishing good for small fish The larger ones so 
far, are not responding to the standard ways ol taking 
them! Fish taken are averaging 14 pounds, which is 
nothing much to a bass angler 
Catfishmg very good at nights and lair in the daytime 
Channel cats to 8 pounds have been weighed in, with 
smaller white cats in the V ¿ to 3 pound class coming in 
regularly. 
Temperatures 
in 
the 
80's, 
with 
water 
temperatures 68 degrees at 5 feet 
Bass fishing picking up at Lopez Lake, with catchable 
trout being taken trolling in deep water. Lake is very mossy 
' around the edges, water is low. 
This lake was due for a stocking this week, as were 
Océano Lagoon and Laguna Lake. The only other local 
streams due to be stocked were Lower Nacimiento River, 
and Lopez Creek 
With regards to the former water. Nacimiento River was 
stocked prior to the opener and will be planted as long as 
water conditions are suitable, in water below the dam 
Section at Camp Roberts will be open daily to fishing from 5 
to 9 p m. except Sunday, when it will be open from 5 am to 
9 p.m. 
From April 29, most fisheries will have a 10 trout limit, 
except a few lakes that have year-round 5 fish limits The 
only local lakes for this are Cachuma and Casitas Lakes, so 
anglers are warned not to get over enthuastic and take a 10 
fish bag. Ignorance of the law is no excuse to the average 
game warden. 
At Lake Cachuma, there has been some action on taking 
trout by trolling, but bass fishing on the slow side I his lake 
will not be stocked any more this season 
In Ventura County, Piru and Rose Valley were planted 
last week, also Sespe and Rose Creeks, and will continue to 
be stocked as long as water conditions are suitable 
W ILD BROWN TROUT 
Strictly for anglers who appreciate a sporting challenge, 
the DFG two years ago set aside as wild brown trout water, 
the first seven miles of the Owens River below Pleasant 
Valley Dam in Inyo County 
The move met with such enthusiastic support from 
fishermen 
that 
the 
DFG 
has 
extended 
this 
area 
downstream another nine miles 
No special regulation 
apply, but no trout have been stocked for two years From 
now On none will be stocked. 
This section of the river is no place for anglers looking for 
an easy limit. The fish run to about 16 inches, with the 
average of 10 to 11 inches It is miles of winding meadow 
stream, uncluttered and untrampled, where an angler with 
a yen for wild trout fishing can have a stretch ol good water 
to himself

SHAVING STROKES

The season isn’t half over, 
hut Tom Weiskopf already 
has taken down the biggest 
prize on the schedule, the 
$52.000 first-place check in 
the Jackie Gleason Inver- 
rary Classic. Two t h i n g s 
about Tom’s swing are great 
examples for the average 
player: 
his shoulder turn 
and his big swing arc. The 


two go together. 
M a n y weekend players 
shorten their shoulder turns 
in an effort to guide the ball 
straight. Many errors follow 
—including, ironically, inac­ 
curacy. 
Tom's nice, full shoulder 
turn gives him time to syn­ 
chronize his swing and gen­ 
erates tremendous power. A 
short, choppy shoulder turn 
results in just the opposite- 
poor timing and a weak hit. 
The key to Tom’s action is 
the way his left shoulder 
comes u n d e r his chin. It 
might even brush it If your 
left shoulder isn’t working 
u n d e r your chin on your 
backswing, y o u r shoulder 
turn is too short.

Kingman Brewster, pulled some 
boys - will - be - boys boilerplate 
Irom his book shelf, spliced it with a 
little lard on the general subject of 
academic freedom, and went back 
to worrying about how hard it is for 
a black man to get a fair hearing in 
New Haven The student newspaper, 
frightened at being censorious, did a 
perfunctory editorial, and published 
a regular columnist, a young man oi 
exquisite 
discernm ent 
who 
announced, 
“ I 
think 
that 
Westmoreland is a war criminal. ' 
and 
argued 
that 
depriving 
Westmoreland of a platform had 
been 
not 
a 
theoretical 
or 
philosophical

constitutional 
deprivation, but a tactical blunder

audience from acquiring first - hand

Lugene Rostow, professor of law 
former undersecretary of state tor 
political atlairs former dean of the 
Yale Law School He addressed an 
open letter to the president oi Yale 
and the fellows of Yale University 
He might as well have addressed it 
to his wile, tor all the public ity it 
received

Haven press gave it notice But the

Mr Rostow then reminded Yale's 
officials that the student newspaper

Westmoreland

your 
statement 
invites 
worse 
trouble But it is to be deplored tor 
a deeper reason It does not begin to 
meet your responsibility to the laws 
of this community, and especially to 
the 
laws 
protecting 
academic 
freedom 


Unofficial Yale is taking the line 
that after all, Westmoreland didn't 
try 
physically 
to 
speak, 
and 
therefore, in a sense, his rejection 
was platonic After all. isn t it true, 
one worldly professor w ith a copious 
memory 
points out, 
that 
Adlai 
Stevenson was heckled in 19.% by the 
students, — to the point where he 
couldn t speak, but after all, he tried 
tor about ten minutes 
Yes, it is 
true, and it is also true that the 
students 
should 
have 
been 
disciplined at that time, it indeed 
they were not What is wrong about 
the 
current 
situation 
is 
most 
cogently singled out by Eugene 
Rostow It is less that students can 
behave like Nazi youth squads, it is

the 
moment 
appears headed 
the U.S. Supreme 
Court 
I mention all this because Lompoc 
Library could be affected. 
The 
library regularly receives about 
$4,000 a year trom the copying 
machine which is available to any 
library patron 
How much of the 
local revenue could be attributed to 
the copying of pages from books is 
uncertain since the patron himself 
operates 
the 
machine 
by 
the 
placement of a book or other 
material 
to be copied and the 
insertion of a coin. 
Personally 
I 
have 
used 
the 
machine many times and have been 
grateful for the ease with which 1 
could copy something and depart for 
home 
The 
contention 
of 
legal 
representatives of American library 
organizations has been that the 
mechanical copying is merely an 
extension ot the time-honored labor 
of copying material by hand 
It II be about *wo years at least 
before a final decision is handed 
down, meanwhile i II go on copying 
and hope the courts finally agree 
with my needs and my rights in the 
case.
